Supplies  other  than  County  Mains 

A total  of  29  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  examination,  13  were  reported  as  satis- 
factory and  16  as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  adverse  reports  are 
received,  occupiers  are  advised  to  either  boil  or  chlorinate  the  water  before 
using  for  human  consumption  and  domestic  use 

Mains  Water  Supply 

The  Anglesey  County  Council  are  the  Water  Authority  and  I am  indebted  to 
the  County  Water  Engineer  for  the  following  informations— 

(a)  Quality  -181  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  of  which 
173  were'  of  Class  1 standard  and  8 below  the  classification, 

Quantity  - For  short'  periods  at  times  of  peak  demand,  interruption 
occasionallu  occurred  in  supplies,  but  generally  supplies  were  maintained  to  all 
consumers, 

(b)  Where  bacteriological  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  the  water  mains  in  the 

area  sterilised  and  re-sampled<,  ' • 

(c)  Additional  houses  connected  during  1969  numbered  21 3 » 

Statistics  in  users  of  stand-pipes  are  unreliable  but  the  number  of 
premises  authorised  is  40* 

(d)  Fluoride  content  — 0,9  parts  per  million® 


Water  Supply  - General  Observations 

At  the  end  of  1969  the  number  of  premises  provided  with  a mains  supply  was 
3*572  with  213  additional  connections  made  in  1970,  The  number  of  premises  on  a 
mains  supply  now  totals  3*735. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

There  were  two  additions  to  the  47  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream.  Food  premises  generally  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition, All  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed  ice 
cream  onlyj,  there  being  no  manufacturing  premises  within  the  district. 

POULTRY  ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  proposal  considered  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council  for  the  establishment 
of  poultry  rearing  units*  flock  farms  and  processing  plant  are  now  at  an  advanced 
stage  and  the  erection  of  buildings  is  proceeding  rapidity*  The  processing  plant 
will  be  at  Llangefni  and  other  units  in  the  rural  districts 0 Seven  of  them  are  in 
the  parishes  of  Llanddaniel , Llansadwrn,  Newborough,  Penmmynydd,  Pentraeth^ 
Llangristiolus  and  Trefdraeth0  The  proposed  development  is  expected  to  be  fully 
operative  early  in  1971 o Some  problems,  will,  no  doubt,  arise  but  full  co-operat- 
ion has  been  promised  by  the  Company  concerned,
